The general information section has been amended to update application 
information. Under item identifiers <140> and <141> on page 1 of the Sequence Listing, the 
application serial number and the filing date of the instant application have been added in 
order to properly identify the instant application and. Under the first and second occurrences 
of item identifier <151>, the filing dates of the two prior provisional applications have been 
provided in accordance with proper PTO-promulgated format.

The item identifier <309> and corresponding item field have been removed, as 
there exists no database accession number, and therefore no database entry date. 

SEQ ID NO 216 

The item identifier <309> and corresponding item field have been removed, as 
there exists no database accession number, and therefore no database entry date.

The initial occurrence of item identifiers <221> and <222> have been moved 
in between item identifier <220> and the initial occurrence of item identifier <223>. The 
second occurrence of item identifier <222>, and the second and third occurrences of item 
identifier <223>, have been removed. 

Under item identifier <21 1>, the number "24" has been replaced by the 
number —22— in order to provide the correct nucleotide length of the oligonucleotide 
sequence. Under the initial occurrence of item identifier <222>, the number "1" has been 

* replaced by the phrase —1 ; 22— to denote the two positions of the modified nucleotide bases 
described under the initial occurrence of item identifier <223>, amended herein. Under the 
initial occurrence of item identifier <223>, the phrase "EMCV Probe" has been replaced by 
the phrase —EMCV Probe: n at position 1 is a 5 -carboxy fluorescein (FAM)-modified 
deoxycytidylate; n at position 22 is a tetramethylrhodamine (TAMRA)-modified 
deoxythymidylate — to more clearly describe the nature of the chemical modifications to the 
5' and 3 '-termini nucleic acids of the sequence. Under item identifier <400> 3 the number "24" 
has been replaced by the number —22— in order to provide the correct nucleotide length of 
the oligonucleotide sequence. Also under item identifier <400>, the nucleotide sequence 
"ncagccgtca agacccaacc gctn" has been replaced by the oligonucleotide sequence — nagccgtca 
agacccaacc gen— in order to more clearly convey the correct nature and length of the 
disclosed oligonucleotide sequence.

Under item identifier <21 1>, the number "46" has been replaced by the 
number— 41— to accurately denote the correct nucleotide length of the oligonucleotide 
sequence. 

These corrections are formal and responsive to the Raw Sequence Listing 
Error Report and the Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application, mailed 
December 03, 2003, and thus no new matter has been added.
